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COINAGE  OP  KUTCH,  PART  I 
by  Richard  K.  Bright 

The  strange,  serai-island  of  Kutch,  or  Kachchh,  on 
the  Arabian  Sea  between  the  Kathiawar  Peninsula  and  the  Pak- 
istani prowince  of  Sind  is  for  most  o'f  the  year  surrounded 
on  three  sides  by  a dried,  sun-baked  mud  desert.  During  the 
few  months  of  the  monsoon.  season,  this  Rann  of  Kutch,  as  it 
is  called,  becomes  an  equally  inhospitable  salt  water  marsh 
when  it  becomes  an  arm  of  the  sea.  History  records  that 
more  than  a few  armies  were  tried  severely  in  crossing  it  as 
the  shortest  distance  between  Gujarat  and  Sind.  It  is  at 
least  partly  because  of  this  natural  barrier  that  the  his- 
tory of  Kutch  is  obscure;  the  state  would  appear  to  have  had 
very  little  affect  on  the  course  of  Indian  history. 

It  was  some  time  during  the  13th  century  that  the 
Samraa  Rajput  clan  was  chased  from  Sind  and  was  made  welcome 
by  the  Chavada  Rajputs  already  residing  in  Kutch.  The  un- 
grateful guests  overthrew  their  hosts  about  1320  and  ruled 
until  1540  when  a United  Rajput  line  was  founded.  Bharaji 
1585-1631,  the  second  ruler  of  his  line,  was  the  first  coin 
issuing  ruler  of  Kutch  when  he  copied  a Gujarat  conn  of 
Muzaffar  Shah  dated  978AH.  The  United  Rajput  line  ruled 
until  1760  when  invading  Muslims  from  Sind  grabbed  the  power 
which  they  held  until  1813  when  the  Rajputs  regained  the 
throne . 

The  inhabitants  of  Kutch  reputedly  were  and  are  the 
best  sailors  of  India.  Maybe  they  made  Kutch  a terminus,  a 
stopping  off  point  for  commerce  between  India  and  the  West. 
Whatever  the  reason,,the  state  had  one  of  the  most  extensive 
coinages  of  the  Indian  States.  In  the  Indian  Census  of 
1941,  Kutch  had  barely  over  500,000  inhabitants  living  on 
its  almost  8500  sq.  mi.  of  land.  Prom  what  is  remaining  to 
us,  the  volume  and  diversity  of  its  coinage  would  appear  to> 
be  out  of  proportion  to  the  needs  of  so.  few  people.  Compare 
the  2\  pages  Yeoman  takes  to  describe  the  45  types  against 
the  2\  pages  needed  for  Hyderabad,  a much  larger  state  of 
over  16,000,000  people.  And  for  the  most  part,  individual 
Kutch  types  are  not  scarce;  far  from  it.  Most  can  easily  be 
found  in  a number  of  dates  and  combinations  of  dates.  The 
coverage  in  Modern  World  Coins  has  improved  to  a quite  ac- 
ceptable level  by  the  9th  Edition  although  there  are  still 
some  significant  deletions.  There  are,  however,  a number  of 
additions  and  corrections  to  be  made  in  the  listing  in  Craig. 

The  Hindu  rulers  of  Kutch  styled  themselves  Rao , 7J 
One  of  these  who  had  a long  reign  (1818-60),  was  Desalji  11, 
C-45-59/675.  His  coinage  consisted  of  three  denominations 
in  copper,  two  in  silver,  and  one  in  gold.  Both  the  copper 
and  silver  denominations  were  minted  in  several  types  with 
varieties. 

To  add  to  his  coin  types,  Desalji's  reign  spanned 
the  rule  of  the  last  two  Mughul  Emperors,  Muhammad  Akbar  II 
1806-37  and  Bahadur  Shah  II  1837-58.  By  this  late  date,  the 
authority  of  -the  once  all-powerful  Mughuls  had  deteriorated 
to  the  point  where  they  were  titular  emperors  only.  It  cost 
the  virtually  autonomous  rulers  of  the  many  states  (which 
were  increasing  in  number  as  the  Mughul  power  declined) 
nothing  to  mint  their  coins  in  the  name  of  the  emperor  and 
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Desalji  minted-  in  copper  and  silver  in  the  name  of  both. 

Those  struck  in  the  name  of  Muhammad  Akbar  continued  to  be 
minted  for  some  years  after  his  death,  at  least  until  1846 
in  copper  and  1847  in  silver. 

It  was  about  at  the  start  of  Desalji's  reign  that 
the  state  mint  at  Bhu j , the  Kutch  capital,  commenced  to  date 
most,  if  not  all,  of  the  coins  produced.  These  were  not 
(with  a few  exceptions)  the  fictitious  or  succession  dates 
so  often  found  on  Indian  coins  but  rather  true  striking  dates 
which  might  be,  in  Desalji's  time,  in  two  different  dating 
systems  and  occasionally  dates  in  both  eras  appeared  on  the 
same  coin.  The  eras  used  were  Hegira  (AH)  and  Samvat  (SE). 

While  by  our  standards  the  coinage  of  Desalji  is 
crude,  it  compared  quite  favorably  with  that  of  the  larger 
and  more  powerful  states  of  his  time.  As  mentioned  above, 
probably  all  were  meant  to  be  dated  with  the  true  year  of 
minting  but,  on  the  copper  coins  especially,  the  date  is  of- 
ten not  On  the  part  of  the  die  which  struck  the  flan.  These 
flans  were  lopped  off  of  a bar  of  metal  and  adjusted  to  a 
specified  weight.  I doubt  that  this  bar  ever  had  a diameter 
as  large  as  the  dies  it  was  meant  for.  As  a result,  as  much 
as  50;$  of  a die  design  might  not  be  struck  and  this  often, 
unfortunately,  included  the  date  portion  or  sometimes  just  a 
part  of  it. 

An  additional  reference  other  than  Craig  for  the 
following  list  of  coins  is  Oliver  Codrington's  article  "The 
Coinages  of  Cutch  and  Kathiawar"  in  Numismatic  Chronicle, 

Ser.  8,  vol.  15,  1895.  Where  more  than  one  coin  of  a type 
was  available  for  the  drawings,  I combined  the  sum  of  what 
could  be  seen.  One  shouldn’t  expect  to  find  a copper  coin 
with  all  of  the  design  illustrated.  This  is  more  likely  with 
the  silver  koris;  however,  although  probably  minted  each  year 
and  of  the  same  types  as  the  full  kori,  the  \ koris  frequent- 
ly are  incompletely  dated  or  dateless. 

In  the  future  I plan  to  write  on  the  coinage  of  the 
other  Kutch  Raos  and  with  that  in  mind,  I've  instituted  a 
numbering  system  to  include  the  whole  era  of  coinage  from 
about  1600-1947.  Corresponding  Craig  numbers  are  given 
where  applicable.

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OI^N  LETTER  TO  S.I.N.  & N.I. 
by  Robert  L.  Clarke,  Tehran,  Iran 
Dear  Fellow  Collectors: 

Since  I have  heard  from  both  organizations  with  requests 
for  a contribution  to  your  publications  I'll  write  to  you 
both  at  once. 

In  regard  to  the  proposition  that  S.I.N.,  N-I.  & 0. I.N. 
get  together  on  a common  publication  effort,  I have  pre- 
viously advocated  that  S.I.N.  & N.I.  do  so  and  still  do 
but  why  bring  O.I.N.,  which  I regard  as  a purely  political 
organization,  in  on  a good  thing.  You  can  bet  that  0. I.N. 
will  expect  you  fellows  to  do  the  work  while  0. I.N.  takes 
top  billing. 

Now  to  coins  — for  any  of  you  who  are  interested  in 
Iranian  silver  coins,  Tehran  certainly  has  them.  There 
are  literally  four  blocks  of  Ferdowsi  Avenue  which  have 
money  changers  down  the  east  side.  I haven't  attempted 
to  count  the  shops  but  that  is  the  Tehran  system  --  all 
the  shops  of  one  type  lines  up  together  whether  they  sell 
shoes,  carpets,  cloth  or,  in  our  case,  coins.  The  first 
day  I only  had  2000  rials  with  me  and  that  lasted  long 
enough  to  visit  three  shops.  The  last  two  trips  I concen- 
trated on  the  very  first  shop.  Truly  I wonder  if  I'll 
be  here  long  enough  to  really  check  through  the  brass 
pans  and  cloth  sacks  of  coins  available.  Everything 
is  silver  with  goodly  supplies  of  gold  --  I haven't  even 
asked  to  see  a gold  piece  but  have  glanced  at  some  pieces 
in  display  windows. 

This  is  a buyer's  paradise  as  these  money  changers  are 
completely  unsophisticated.  Prices  do  vary  from  shop  to 
shop  and  I'm  learning  to  haggle  but,  believe  me,  I pay 
essentially  the  price  of  silver.  Yeoman's  numbers  Y29 
and  Y69  cost  between  120  and  180  rials  --  condition  means 
nothing,  but  surprisingly  I can  find  some  very  high  grades. 

Thus  far  I've  found  nothing  earlier  than  Y28  in  the  con- 
dition I'm  looking  for  and  haven't  bothered  to  examine 
any  poor  grade  coins.  I have  seen  no  bronze  or  cupro- 
nickel Iranian  except  that  the  current  coins  are  made  of 
the  latter.  There  are  a few  Turkish,  Iraqi  and  Afghani- 
stan lumped  in.  Occasionally  one  sees  Russian  or  Indian. 
Then  there  are  separate  trays  of  current  world  coins  — 
stuff  in  circulation  in  Europe  mostly  --  and  made  of  base 
metal,  naturally. 

Any  of  you  who  have  examined  the  "brown  book"  know  that 
the  Iranian  listing  leaves  something  to  be  desired  and  I 
surely  need  help.  In  the  first  place  can  anyone  tell  me 
what  an  "L"  mintmark  stands  for  on  Y110  and  Ylll?  There 
is  also  "H"  for  Heaton  on  these.  Biggest  headache  is  with 
Y27-29,  Y46-47  and  Y66-68.  Just  when  I think  I have  them 
all  doped  out  up  jumps  a problem  coin.  If  anyone  has  a 
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way  to  double  check  the  reigning  dates  of  these  several 
Shahs,  that  might  help.  Part  of  the  trouble  may  be  in 
use  of  two  types  concurrently,  and  I am  aware  that  the 
year  of  change  may  produce  two  types. 

The  Y69-72  series  is  very  abundant  except  for  the  half 
rial  (oops,  I mean  kran) . I think  that  all  dates  between 
1330  and  1344  are  cormon  for  the  three  higher  values. 
Y100-103  vs.  Y104-108  are  common  except  that  I haven’t 
seen  either  5 kran  value  yet. 

Now,  I'd  like  to  send  you  all  a lot  of  coins  and  as  far 
as  I know  there  is  no  restriction  on  exporting  obsolete 
silver  coins.  But  I'm  afraid  they  won't  get  thru  via 
surface  mail  and  registered  airmail  is  too  expensive. 
Unfortunately  I have  no  APO  number.  So  unless  I happen 
to  find  someone  going  to  Europe  I'll  have  to  wait  until 
I go  myself  — which  won’t  be  soon.

LAST  COINS  FOR  SA’ID  BIN  TAIMIH  (1932-1970), 

SULTAN  iF  ,fUSQAT  AND  OMAN 

A new  set  of  Musqat  and  Oman  coins  m the  name  of  Sa'id  III 
seems  to  have  been  released  just  in  time.  No  sooner  than 
their  appearance  in  circulation,  we  hear  news  of  a palace 
coup  against  the  Sultan  undertaken  by  his  son,  the  Crown 
Prince,  Qabus  bin  Sa'id.  Qabus  becomes  the  14th  sultan  of 
the  A1  Bu  Sa 'idi  dynasty,  founded  by  Ahmad  bin  Sa'id  in 
1749.  The  Sandhurst-educated  prince  had  felt  that  his 
father,  sultan  since  1932,  had  not  used  the  new-found  oil 
revenues  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  people  of  the  state. 

The  recent  set  of  coins  were  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint  (London) 
in  six  denominations;  2,  5,  10,  25,  50  and  100  baisahs 
(baizas)  with  the  date  1390  (1970) . The  first  three  coins 
were  issued  in  bronze,  the  last  three  in  copper-nickel.  The 
obverse  of  each  piece  features  the  State  emblem  with  the 
Arabic  legend  above:  Sa'id  bin  Taimur.  At  the  bottom: 

Sultan  Musqat  wa  'Unan.  On  the  reverse  of  each  piece  the 

value  numeral  occupies  the  center,  with  the  Arabic  word 

Baisan  at  the  top,  and  the  date  below.  The  value  numeral  is 

flanked  by  two  of  the  State  emblems.  These  coins  were  listed 
with  their  respective  new  Yeoman  numbers  in  the  July  NI 
bulletin.  With  the  appearance  of  this  set  at  this  time,  it 
is  expected  that  Qabus  will  order  new  coins  immediately.

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A CLRIOUS  DUTCH  DOIT 


by  Matthew  J.  van  der  Voort,  Amsterdam,  The  Netherlands 

As  many  collectors,  and  certainly  those  who  collect  Dutch 
coins,  will  know  that  in  the  time  of  the  Dutch  Republic  of 
the  Seven  United  Provinces,  each  province  struck  its  own 
coins  but  under  the  general  rule  of  the  combined  Government 
at  the  Hague,  the  so-called  General  States.  Within  the 
limits  of  the  thus  ordered  alley  and  weight,  the  provinces 

were  free  to  strike  their  coins. 

/ 

The  Province  of  Zeeland  had  as  its  design  a swimming  lion 
with  the  legend  "Luctor  et  Emergo"  --  I struggle  and  escape. 

Now  in  1754  the  die-cutter  and  mintmaster  of  the  Mint  at 
Middelburg,  the  capital  of  the  Province  of  Zeelanc,  had  a 
quarrel  with  the  provincial  authorities  about  his  reward 
and  the  consolidation  of  his  position.  This  Mintmaster 
was  named  Holtzhey.  Since  the  authorities  did  not  give  in 
to  his  demands,  he  cut  a die  and  had  the  doits  struck  with 
the  legend  "Luctor  et  Ementor"  --  I struggle  but  perish. 

When  this  was  discovered,  he  was  fired  from  his  office 
and  as  the  story  goes,  sentenced  to  imprisonment  as  long 
as  the  coins  would  have  disappeared  from  circulation. 

There  is  no  documental  evidence  of  this  sentence,  which 
seems  to  be  an  impossible  one  in  view  of  the  fact  that  to 
this  day  once  in  a while  such  a doit  comes  to  the  light. 

In  my  collection  is  an  EF  specimen  and,  more  important, 
one  of  the  same  date,  1754,  with  the  normal  legend.  Of 
course,  the  provincial  authorities  decided  the  coin  was 
no  legal  tender,  but  the  general  public  was  only  too  eager 
to  keep  such  a doit.  The  official  withdrawal  of  the  coins 
was  a failure  since  the  trick  of  Holtzhey  was  considered 
a good  joke,  by  the  people  anyhow. 

The  other  doits  with  the  date  1754  were  of  course  legal 
tender,  since  they  were  struck  by  Holtzhey’s  successor, 
who,  believe  it  or  not,  was  his  own  son! 

You  see  numismatics  has  its  surprises  ! 

Today  it  is  not  so  easy  to  get  the  2 doits  described  in 
this  article.  Too  many  Dutch  collectors  have  them  both 
in  their  collections  and  only  occasionally  one  may  find 
them  in  an  auction  catalog. 

I thought  this  remarkable  story  of  enough  interest  to 
submit  it  for  our  Bulletin.

MINOR  RUSSIAN  SILVER  CF  1913-1916 

by  Evan  L.  Lay 

During  the  years  1913  through  1916  Imperial  Russia  issued 
three  distinct  types  of  the  10  and  15  Kopeks  coins  and 
two  types  of  the  20  Kopeks  coin.  The  types  were  made  by 
the  removal  of  the  mintmark  and/or  the  mintmasters  initials 
and  rearrangement  of  the  reverse. 

Type  I was  issued  during  1913  and  1914.  On  the  obverse 
side  is  the  imperial  eagle  of  the  czar  along  with  the 
initials  of  the  mintmaster.  The  initials  are  B C and  are 
located  one  on  either  side  of  the  eagle's  tail.  They  stand 
in  the  Slavic  Alphabet,  for  Victor  Smirnov  who  was  then 
master  of  the  mint  at  St.  Petersburg  (later  changed  to 
Petrograd) . 

The  reverse  side  has  a wreath  border  joined  with  a ribbon 
at  the  bottom  and  open  at  the  top.  The  imperial  crown  is 

found  between  the  open  ends  of  the  wreath  at  the  top  of 

the  coin.  Beneath  the  crown  is  the  value  in  numbers 
flanked  by  two  six  pointed  stars.  Directly  underneath  is 
the  word  Kopeks  spelled  out  in  Slavic  script.  The  field 
is  then  broken  by  five  small  dots  in  the  form  of  a cross. 

On  either  side  of  the  cross  is  a ray  extending  almost  to 

the  wreath  and  ending  in  a cross.  Below  this  is  the  year 
and  in  between  the  bottom  of  the  wreath  and  the  year  is 
the  mintmark  of  the  St.  Petersburg  mint  - C.  17. j?. 

Type  II  was  issued  during  1915  and  1917.  The  obverse  is 
identical  to  that  of  Type  I.  On  the  reverse  of  Type  II 
the  crown  and  wreath  are  the  same  as  Type  I but  the  devices 
within  the  wreath  have  all  been  enlarged  slightly.  In 
addition  the  mintmark  has  been  removed  and  everything  moved 
down  slightly  and  recentered.  This  movement  is  most  notice 
able  on  the  10  Kopeks  piece.  Whereas  on  the  Type  I the 
tips  of  the  rays  are  pointed  at  the  first  swell  in  the 
third  set  of  leaves,  on  Types  II  and  III  the  rays  have  been 
lowered  so  that  the  tips  point  directly  at  the  second  set 
of  berries  on  the  left  and  the  second  set  of  acorns  on  the 
right.  On  the  15  Kopeks  the  tips  have  been  dropped  from 
slightly  above  the  second  set  of  berries  and  acorns  to 
slightly  below  them.  On  the  20  Kopeks  pieces  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  tell  the  difference  unless  you  have  both  a Type 
I and  a Type  II  and  compare  them. 

Type  III  exists  only  for  the  10  and  15  Kopeks  coins  and 
only  for  the  year  1916.  Types'  I and  II  for  all  three  de- 
nominations - 10,  15  and  20  Kopeks  - were  produced  at  the 
St.  Petersburg  mint.  Type  III  was  minted  at  the  Japanese 
mint  at  Osaka,  Japan  at  the  request  of  the  Czarist  govern- 
ment. The  Type  III  reverse  is  the  same  as  that  of  Type 
II.  The  obverse  has  the  traditional  imperial  eagle  but  on 
the  10  Kopeks  it  is  slightly  smaller  than  on  the  Type  II 
coin.  (Possibly  due  to  a reengraved  master  die?)  This  is 
most  noticed  in  the  crown  over  the  eagle's  heads.  It  is 
slightly  higher  than  the  one  on  Type  II  and  as  a result  is 
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clparly  separated  from  the  crosses  on  the  eagle's  heads. 
On  Types  I and  II  the  two  almost  touch.  Also  the  cross 
on  the  crown  is  of  the  straight  type  in  Type  III  while 
on  Types  I and  II  it  is  gothic  in  construction.  The  most 
obvious  difference  between  Type  II  and  III  reverses  is 
the  fact  that  the  mint  masters  initials  are  totally  lack- 
ing on  Type  III.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  coins 
were  struck  in  Japan  and  not  at  the  St.  Petersburg  mint. 
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CONCERNING  THE  COINAGE  OF  THE  REBEL  HASAN  KHAN  SALAR

According  to  Rabino  di  Borgomale*,  "Hasan  Khln  Salar, 
eldest  son  of  Allahyar  Khan,  Asaf  u ' d-Da ala  (maiternal  uncle 
of  Muhammad  Shah) , made  himself  independent  in  KhurasSn 
after  the  death  of  Muhammad  Shah  (September  4,  1848). 

(His)  rebellion  began  on  the  news  of  Muhammad  Shah's 
death  and  came  to  an  end  after  the  6 JamadI  I 1266/20 
March  1850  and  before  the  16  JamadI  II/9-10  May.  The 
period  is  thus  1264-6/1848-50.  Although  never  enthroned, 
he  is  said  to  have  issued  coin  bearing  the  distich:

The  gold  coin  struck  at  Mashhad  in  the  formula  of  Muhammad 

Shah  Ul  which  was  attributed  by  R,  S. 

Poole  to  tfasan  Khan  Salar  is  a coin  of  the  year  1260,  the 
figure  which  was  read  as  5 giving  the  date  1265  being 
simply  part  of  the  scrolls." 


Collectors  of  Islamic  coins  not  too  familiar  with  the 
Persian  numerals  and  script  should  note  that  the  coin 
illustrated  (number  24l)  on  page  726  of  "Coins  of  The 
World  1750-1850"  and  attributed  to  Hasan  Khan  Sal§r  is 
dated  1262  ( ),  not  1265,  as  well  as  bearing  the 

formula  of  Muhammad  Shah  given  above.  It  should  not, 
therefore,  be  attributed  to  Hasan  Khan  SalSr,  but  to 
Muhammad  Shah.  What  has  apparently  been  mistaken  for  a 
Persian  5 is  merely  an  ornamentation. 


Having  recently  read  of  a similar  gold  coin  being  offered 
at  auction,  one  can  only  add  that  the  buyer  should  beware 
in  buying  pieces  one  is  not  familiar  with.

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THE  MCROCCAN  HAS AN I

The  "hasani"  was  the  name  given  to  the  reformed  currency 
minted  for  Morocco  in  1299/1881-2.  The  name  was  applied  to 
the  1/10  of  a riyal,  which  had  a nominal  value  of  5 French 
francs.  According  to  the  reform  of  Maylay  al-Hasan,  silver 
coins  were  to  consist  of  five  values:  the  riyal,  nuss  riyal 

rival),  both  of  the  standard  of  .900  fine,  rub'  riyal  (Jtf 
riyal).  dirham  hasani  or  hasani  (1/10  riyal)  and  bilyun  pr 
gersh  [l/20  riyal),  all  of  .835  fine.  These  denominations 
are  not  inscribed  on  the  coins,  and  this  has  caused  some 
confusion  for  collectors  of  the  silver  coins  of  Morocco.

While  on  the  subject  of  Maylay  al-Hasan,  it  should  be  pointed 
out  that  the  Sultan  died  in  1894,  while  in  the  interior  of 
the  state.  The  army  kept  his  death  secret  until  their  return 
to  the  capital,  when  they  then  proclaimed  ’Abd  al-’Aziz  as 
his  successor.  This  helps  explain  the  discrepancies  in  the 
dates  of  the  first  series  of  silver  coins. 

CHINESE  SYMBOLISM:  FENG-HUANG  — THE  BIRD  OF  PARADISE

The  Bird  of  Paradise  is  depicted  on  some  coins.  Westerners 
often  call  this  animal  a "phoenix" , but  such  a creature 
does  not  exist  in  East  Asian  lore.  The  Chinese  call  this 
mythical  bird  FENG-HUANG.  It  is  the  symbol  of  the  Empress. 
It  has  'five  colors,  denoting  the  five  virtues.  Her  only 
resting  place  is  the  WU-T'ING  tree.  She  visits  man  only 
during  peace  and  is  the  incarnate  of  the  Yin  principle. 

She  figures  much  in  wedding  ceremonies.  Numismatists  have 
suggested  that  the  so-called  "Dragon-and-Phoenix"  design 
coins  of  the  Republican  government  (Y334-6)  were  meant  to 
commemorate  the  wedding  of  the  Hsuan-t’ung  Emperor  to 
Princess  Elizabeth  Yuan  in  1922  (the  title  of  emperor  was 
not  officially  abolished  by  the  Republican  government  until 
1924).  22 


JOHN  MULHOLLAhD'S  PALMING  COIN

The  renowned  numismatist  Howland  Wood,  a first-ballot  member 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Association's  NUMISMATIC  HALL  CF 
FAME,  once  designed  the  palming  token  of  the  famous  magician 
John  Mulholland  in  the  style  of  a Chinese  coin.  Magicians, 
of  course,  are  famous  for  their  slight-of-hand  tricks  with  a 
coin,  and  most  of  these  prestidigitators  had  special  "coins" 
made  for  themselves  for  their  act.  Mulholland’s  piece, 
which  is  called  a palming  coin,  had  four  Chinese  characters 
inscribed  on  either  side.  On  the  obverse  were  four  char- 
acters which  have  the  sound,  as  close  as  possible,  to  his 
name,  John  Mulholland,  and  transcribed  these  have  the  mean- 
ing of  "Controller  of  the  Devil's  Knowledge".  On  the  other 
side,  the  four  characters  translate  to  state  "New  York, 
America" .
